Wee have lately ſeene a paper preſented to Veby # 
the Exrle of Lynſey, as a Dcclaration of the Lords and Com- 
mons Aſſembled i-; Parliament of Eng. of the 7. of Novem. to 
Our Subjes of Our Kingdome of Scotland; which after many 
bigh taxes of Vs and Our Government, very carneſily invites, 
and in a manner challenges affiſtance, from' that our Native 
Kingdome, of men and Armes for making Warre againſt Vs, 
making a clayme to-that aſſiſtance, by vertue of the late A of 
pacification, tothe which (out of our defire to makea perpetu- 
all union berweene our two kingdomes, for the happinefle of 
both, and by it the more firmely to eſtabliſh our own greatneſſe 
and juſt power,) Wecheerfully conſented. 
| As we arcatour ſoule afflicted, that it hath binin the power 
of any factious, ambitious, and malitiousperſons, ſo far to poſ-
